This year I am head of the Government Unit of the United Givers campaign 
for the National Capital Area. Our Unit has the responsibility for raising 
nearly half of the total quota and as of last week, we had raised 92% of our 
Government Unit quota. 


I am advised that the latest report shows CIA at 45% of its goal although a 
number of other major federal agencies are already well over 100%. 


I hope that you can express to your key workers on this campaign your 
personal concern that CIA should come up with a good result. While the 
total Government Unit quota is $3, 400, 000, we are making every effort 
to surpass the total actually raised last year which was $3, 769, 000.

Postmaster General Day called and aaked that we 
aak Mr. McCone who their people can get in touch with aa to 
whether there ia an intereat from the government in maintaining 
mail service with Cuba by some means or other. There is no 
airmail available by commercial means and all of the surface 
mail now has to go by Mexico and Canada. Would there be an 
interest from the standpoint of incoming mail and communications 
Mr. Day would like to get some guidance before they go ahead 
with their normal action which would be to announce that no 
airmail service is now available, and that they will send the 
surface mail by way of Mexico and Camfcia, but will not assume 
responsibility for its delivery. If Mr. Day is not in his office 
when we return the call, either Mr. Beatrus or Mr. Abell will 
take the message.
